John Heaston, director of SPO, requested 
abudget of $115,254, saying that while this 
was @ 23 percent increase from his current 
budget, it was Justa 9 percent increase from 
tho 1950-91 budget, prior to the last time 
SABC revised SPO’s budget. 

Heaston said the increaso is necessary 
because SPO is proposing more activities 
next ycar, including theaddition ofonemore 
lunch-hourcomedyactandmor Homecom- 
ing activities,

SABC member Heidi Hess defended the 
commission’s preliminary budget for SPO 
and its suggestion that SPO eliminate films, 

“Most people have VCRs in their home 
now. People are not going to come to UNO 
and watch movies when they can doit inthe 
comfort of their homes,” she said. “Only 
325 attended movies last year. That comes 
out to about $812 of the total student fees

SABC also approved a preliminary bud- 
get of $2,875 for the director of Council for 
Community and Legislative Relations 
(CCLR).

The building will close for renovations at the end of the 
spring semester, forcing thedeparimentsand faculty: housed

Dave Irvin, manager of Facilities Planning and Space 
Management at UNQ, said the renovations will be exten- 
sive, The building’s ventilation system and other mechani» 
cal systems will be upgraded, affecting every room with the 
exception of the fourth floor. The project's budget is $2.9 


million, 


“The existing systems were advanced when they were | 
baile in 1938,” Irvin said, “but they weren’e built with | 


campus computing in mind.” 


Irvin said he had met with cach department chair to 
tentatively plan relocation. Bach department presented its 
computing, telephone and space requirements. 

“We asked that they keep their requests to minimal 
requirements,” Irvin said. “If people don’t have to be on 
campus, they can check outacomputer and work from their 


homes.” 


The Health, Physical Education and Recreation building 
is tentatively planned to accommodate the dean of Arts and

‘The event, which bosored fonner Douglas 
cilman Fred Conley, featured James Carvilleas 
its headline speaker, the political strategist for 
President Bill Clinton’s campaign, 

At a reception held before the dinner, 
Hoagland described Carvilleas “a brilliantman, 
both as a general strategist and as an intensive 
cagine of the campaign, to stir people and to 
Stimulate people to work hard and to focus on 
the issues.” 

Carville was asked about any “secrets” of 
thecampaign, to which he responded his great» 
estasset was Clinton himself, 

“T think that Bill Clinton is awesome and I 
think he had the right thing tosay-—-he wanted 
to bring about change.” 

Carville also began to address an issue that 
would provide the foundation of his speech 
later thatevening: “Idon'tthink there’s aperson 
in America,” be said, “who wants to pay what 
they’re paying now for what they're getting, 
And f don’t think there’s a person in America 
who wouldn't pay a little more if they thought 
they were doing so to get something different, 
They’re paying for a Ford Taurus and getting 
and Edsel bere, The accent has to be on what 
people are getting rather tan what you are 
paying.” 

At the dinnez, speakers included Hoagland, 

Kerrey spoke about the responsibility of 
America and Americans “to do all wo can for

Wemustbeabletorcad, Central to the First Amendment is 
thisnecd——no, thisright. The freedomtorcad. The freedom to 
develop our intellectsand expand ourknowledgeas we sce best, 
through whatever literature we choose, To practice our faiths we 
need to be able to read our scriptures, whether we are Christian, 
Muslim, Jewish, Hindu or any other faith. How is a person to 
know if heor she is believing comrectly unless heor she can first 
666 What to believe? 

To speak an opinion, we ought to know what we are talking 
about, How can weknow that if we cannot read a newspaper or 
magazine or book, whether or not they are of a controversial 
nate? Justas we would not seea plumber about our sickness, 
butinsiead finda doctor, wealso wouldnot consultan unknow!- 
edgeable acquaintance about a buming question but instead we 
wouldread.a book, Indeed, we may nced several books, foe fear 
of bias in the pages we read, 

Which is why the third liberty was devised: so authors of 
differing minds, feelings, opinions, and stixlies may express 
their views ona matics without fearofretribution, True, the view 
may not be yours, but you, the reader, can make that distinction, 
And the view thereof may even be offensive, distasteful, and 
perhaps obscene, But that is all right: if the material is to your 
disliking, you may close the pieco and leave it forever. 

However, is this cause enough to censor or perhaps ban the 
work? No, for when we restrict material we donot like, material 
others do like, we restrict ourselves, Webecome slaves to our 
own fears and opinions, unwilling to bear the thought that 
offends outsensibilities, subjugatedundera yoke of intolerance, 
When we ban certain works, we deny freedom not only to others 
but to ourselves, We take away our freedom to change our 
minds, to perhaps be influenced by others’ views, caring little foe 
the rightness or wrongness of those views. 

‘This standard applies equally to the pornographic, the ulti- 
mate in offensi » If wecannot protect all works, even the 
pomographic, even for the sake of some other individual, then 
what basis is there to protect any work? Why should we protect, 
gay, the Bible, which is extremely offensive to other faiths and 
beliefs? Or what of the works of Homer, Ovid, Dante, Shakespeare 
and Stephen King, where abounds enough grucsome murders 
and lustful scenes to quickly tum one’s stomach?

That's whatthe Student Programming Organization (SPO) 
learned last week it presented its budget to the Student 
Activities Budget Commission (SABC). 

SPO’s hopes in obtaining a $115,254 budget were de- 
flated when SABC instead allocated $89,429 to the organi- 
zation, The preliminary allocation is a cut of more than 
$4,600 from its current budget. 

One activity that will probably fall by the wayside bee 
cause of the cut is SPO’s @lm series. Attendance was 
generally low for the films, so maybe its discontinuance 
isn’t such a bad idea.

Winter Night Watch coordinator Howard 
Polsley said many of the peoplein the program 
are “regulars.” 

An older woman wearing a blue dress, tan 
overcoat and red shoes approached the Salva- 
tion Army Disaster Unit stopped at 29th and 
Leavenworth Streets.

Polsley nodded to the volunteer to give the 
manasecond meal, 

“A lot of people ask for seconds,” he said. 
“Afiera while you begin torecognize whobas 
kids and is taking it back to them. Some of 
themt just save it for tomorrow, though.” 

Polsley said many people served by the 
Night Watch program live in apartments near 
29th and Leavenworth Streets. 

“These aren’t homeless people, but near- 
homeless,” he said, “They have a roof over 
their heads, but not much to eat.” 

The Night Watch program aims to help 
feedtheschomeclessandnear-homelesspeople 
during tbe three coldest months of the year, 
December through February. TheDisasterUnit 
isa largo mobile home, which contains all the 
comforts of bome, including a microwave, 
stove, oven, refrigerator and bathroom. 

“You name it, and it’s got it,” Bey said, 

The mobile home, staffed by six volun- 
teers, carries enough food to feed 100 people 
cach night of the five it circulates through 
Omaha, It also carries socks, gloves and hats 
for those who need them. The Disaster Unit 
begins its nightly route about 9 pan. from the 
Salvation Anny Renaissance Center at 3612 
Cuming. 

“We go to areas of Omaha where, it’s felt, 
aroin greatest need,” said CaptainJamesNanta, 
divisional social services dircctorof the Salva- 
tion Anmy’s Wester Division.

One stop is in front of the Delmar Hotel at 
2198.

Polsley glanced towards a nearby bar and 
explained that some homeless people create 
their own situations, 

“Some of them drink their money away,” 
he said, “but we can’t refuse anyone, 

“We convince some of them to go to the 
shelters and get hicip. Many times, though, in 


themoming they dry out, and then don’t want — 


to have anything to do with it.” 

Nautatakkedaboutayoung man becncoun- 
tered during last year’s Winter Night Watch, 
The man had camed a college degree, then 
beganexpericncing family problems. Ne tured 
to abusing substances and began living on the 
strects. Salvation Ammy volunteers tricd to 
convincethemantogotoashelterforhelp, but 
be refused. 

“Wedidn’tmakemuch headway withhim,” 
Nauta said, “although we tied to work wilh 
him at great length, [t was just a beartrending 
story about a genticman who had really bad 
quite @ good life.” 

Homelessnessisnotlimitedtoadults, Nauta 
told of alitde girl about 7 or 8 years old, who 
was out alone at about 10 at night, 

“She had just come down for something to 
eat,” he said, “Those.are the situations you 
worry about and get real concemed about. 

“There aro kids out there, alotofkids, and 
we try to do what we can and be helpful.”

officer or another individual designated as the 
chaplain of the unit.” 

Nautasaid preparations forthe Winter Night 
Watch program begin months in advance, 
Preparations include lining up volunteers, co- 
ordinaling equipment and food services and 
ordering clothing. 

“Tvs notfull time, butitcertainly is arather 
focused effort,” he said. 

Nauta said the Winter Night Watch pro- 
gram not only provides food and clothing for 
needy individuals, butitatsootiersthemitonger- 
termassistance, likesubstanceabuseprograms 
ang homeless shelters, 

“The purpose of this is to reach out to 
homeless individuals and near-homeless indi- 
viduals withnotonly very basic survival kinds 
of services, like foodand garments, butitalso 
also attempts to, wherever it’s necded and 
wherever people are amenable, get them inte 
more long-term shelter assistance or other 
types of assistance,” Nauta sald, 

The homeless people helped by die Salva-
